Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1964* 

The  Registrar  G-eneral’s  mid  year  estimate 'of  the  population 
was  17,6l0  a  decrease  of  200  compared  with  1963*  Apart  from 
a  small  rise  in  1959,  there  has  been  a  decline  in  population 
each  year  since  1952  when  the  population  numbered  18,530*  If 
is  probable  that  younger  members  of  the  community  migrate  to  the 
towns  in  search  of  a  wider  range  of  employment. 

There  were  257  live  births  of  which  17  were  illegitimate. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  accounted  for  GaGl%  of  the  total 
live  births.  There  were  228  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a 
natural  increase  (births  -  deaths)  of  29. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  1 6. 2,  though  lower  than  the  national 
rate  (I8.4)  shows  a  rise  over  1  963  (15*46). 

There  were  3  infant  deaths  (deaths  under  1  year)  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  11. 67  which -is  very  much  below  that  of 
England  and  Wales  (20.0  per  1,000  live  births).  These  3  infant 
deaths  occurred  under  4  weeks  of  age.,  one  at  1  days  from 
meningitis  (H.  influenza)  associated  with  prematurity;  one 
under  3  hours,  atelectasis;  and  one  at  2  hours  from  prematurity 
This  gives  a  neonatal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  4  weeks  per 
total  live  births)  of  11. 67  compared  with  14*2  for  England  and 
Wales.  There  were  three  still  births  -  giving  a  perinatal 
mortality  rate  (Still  births  and  deaths  under  1  week  per  1 ,000 
total  births)  of  19.23,  again  well  below  the  national  rate  28.2. 
The  perinatal  mortality  rate  is,  of  course,  the  most  difficult 
rate  to  reduce,  being  dependent  on  so  many  factors  not  the  least 
of  which  is  good  ante  natal  care.  Though  an  excellent  service 
is  provided,  all  expectant  mothers  do  not  avail  themselves  of  it 
early  enough.  All  expectant  mothers  are  urged  to  see  their 
doctors  and  midwives  early  in  uregnancy. 
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There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1 964. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  cauaes  228  is  lower*.  •  Am  n  in 
1963  giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  10.23,  that  for  England 
and  wales  being  11 .3.

The  effectiveness  of  the  iron  removal  plants  is  illustrated 
by  the  fact  that  the  iron  content  at  Whissonsett  is  now  0.1 6 
parts  per  million,  whereas  prior  to  treatment  it  was  3. A  parts 
per  million.

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CLEANSING-  SCHEME 


The  Council  operates  a  weekly  night  soil  collection, 
fortnightly  house  refuse  collection,  and  provides  on  request  two 
free  cesspool  emptyings  per  financial  year. 

The  vehicle  fleet  consists  of  four  cesspool  emptying  machines 
(three  being. used  for  night  soil  collection  and  one  for  cesspool 
emptying),  three  refuse  collection  vehicles  (two  being  in  constant 
use  and  one  kept  as  a  replacement  in  case  of  a  breakdown  or  the 
temporary  withdrawal  of  a  vehicle  for  servicing  and  repair).  In 
addition  a  tractor  with  a  bulldozer  blade  and  re^r  hydraulic 
bucket  attachment,  is  used  for  levelling  the  two  refuse  tips  in 
use  in  the  area.  Maintainance  of  all  vehicles  is  carried  out  by 
direct  labour. 

Dustbins » 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  a  dustbin  hire  scheme  at  an 
annual  charge  of  6s.  per  bin.  During  the  year  a  further  eighty 
four  dustbins  were  issued  bringing  the  total , on  hire  at-  the  end  of 
the  year  to  .6 04. 

Cesspool  emptying  decreased  slightly  to  2^054  as  compared 
with  2,279  Lor  the  previous  year.  From  1949  to  1  959  cleansing 
was  done  by  contract,  but  since  the  1st  June,  1959/  it  has  been 
carried  out  by  direct  labour.  This  is  the  first  year  to  show 

a  reduction  in  the  number  of  cesspool  emptyings  and  this  in  my 
opinion  is  attributable  to  the  availability  of  main  drainage  in 
North  Elmham  and  Litcham.  The  number  of  cesspools  emptied  each 
year  since  cleansing  ha,s  been  operated  by  direct  loGbour  is  as
